HE Ounce of Silver isthe Mealure of all Foreign and Demeſlick Conmerce 
Denomination adds no Intrinfick value to it, only tells the World what fine- 
nels it confiſts of, and whar weight the Stampr Picce ought to be; and lo it palles 
Current in the ſeveral Nations of the World, as Warcanted by he Publick Faith of 
that Nation to be of {uch a Weight and Alloy. 
For Example, Our Crown Piece 15 warranted to be Standard according to our 
Mint, and we will ſuppoſe for Argument ſake an Ounce of ſuch Silver ro be the 
Weight, and we call it Five Shillings. 


By this Piece of Silver, called Five Shillings, all Commerce is meaſured, and all 


rhe Rents of EFzeland; allo all Foreign Commerce is meaſured by this Coin a5above. 


If you alcer this Crown Piece, called Fiye Shillings, 'and denominate it Six Shjl- 
ling, continuing it of the ſame Weighr and Alloy ; then ir muſt follow, thar if I am 
potleſied of One Hundred Pounds per ann. Rent, and am paid, and have made m 
Contract for Four Hundred Crowns as above, or to cxplain it, Four Hundred 
Ounces of Silyer : if my Tenant comes to pay me theſe Four Hundred Crowns, 
and tells me they are Six Shillings, he will pay me but Three Hundred Thirty Three 
Ounces cne third of Silyer ; {o 1 loſe Sixty Six Ounces and two thirds of Silyer pe# 
annum of my Rent. 

Now, Since the Ounce of Silyer is the M ſeakie of all Commerce : and ever 
has been, from the moſt antient times to che prelent, I cannot imagin thar 
Denomination can make any addirion to that Weight or Value, unleſs we could 
poſicſs Mankind to be ſuch {tupiſied Creatures as to belieye Five in Number is as 
much as Six. | 

Our Buthel of Wincheſter we take to be the Standard Meaſure for Corn, and it 
contains Four Pecks. Now, Suppoſe it be Cut down to contain but Three Pecks, 
and a Publick At Denominares thoſe Three Pecks a Buſhel Wirchefter Meaſure. | 

In my Family, for their Subfiſtance, I ſpend yearly One Hundred Bulhels of 
Whear : if the Kieafure be Denominated {till the Buſhel, and contains but Three 
Pecks, I Conclude my Family will be convinc'd before the Year is out, that Deno- 


mination cannot add to Quantity of Mealure. 


Neither is it poſſible thar Denomination of Silyer can add ro its ; Intrinſick Value, 
any more than y our calling an Ounce an Ounce and one quarter, adds to the Weight 
of an Ounce : and Foreigners will never believe ir is an Once and one quarter, 
any morc than we in England.
